New Alternative to Student Suspension Should 
Inspire Positive ci Through Observation 


Romulus Community Schools stu- 
dents who have been given a "severe- 
clause suspension” may have a one- 
time-only alternative to its traditional 
enforcement, thanks to a new program 
that's being sponsored by the School 
Community Committee and 34th Dis- 
trict Court Judges Tina Brooks Green 
and Brian A. Oakley. 

"Except in cases of especially 
severe infractions, such as the use of 
drugs or weapons, students will have 
the option to spend a day in our court- 
rooms instead of serving a traditional 
suspension,” Judge Oakley explained. 
"Hopefully, seeing the consequences 
of choices that others have made will 
prove to be an effective lesson." 

"Students will be responsible for 
keeping a log of their observations dur- 
ing this disciplinary period, and will be 
required to return with a statement that 
reflects their intentions to improve their 
own behavior," added Judge Green.

4 Police Officers Suspended Without Pay

Although the Romulus Police De- 
partment has concluded an internal in- 
vestigation into the questionable con- 
duct of four of its officers, not many 
details concerning its findings appear to 
be forthcoming. 

The off-duty officers —stillunnamed, 
but believed to be relatively new addi- 
tions to the Department — were present 
at a northeast Detroit "blind pig” on 
October 16 when it was raided by un- 
dercover officers from the Detroit Police 
Department (DPD) and the United 
States Bureau of Alcohol, Tobacco, and 
Firearms. Along with three DPD offic- 
ers, a deputy from the Wayne County 
Sheriff's Department, and about 300 
other “customers,” the four were tick- 
eted for "loitering in a place of illegal 
occupation” — a misdemeanor. 

Initial reports alluded to a number 
of criminal activities (including prostitu- 
tion, gambling, the sale of narcotics, 


and underage drinking) taking place on 
the premises, but Romulus Police Chief 
Charles Kirby said that those reports 
were inaccurate. 

"The investigation report from the 
Detroit Police Department, as well as 
other evidence, was examined during 
the course of the internal investigation,” 
Kirby stated in a press release issued 
October 28. "The evidence reviewed 
did not substantiate early accounts of 
what transpired. . .” 

The Romulus News was unable to 
contirm any details concerning the re- 
port that Chief Kirby received from the 
DPD, since a spokesperson from the 
DPD's Office of Public Information 
claimed that, as of November 1, the 
Department had not yet completed its 
investigation. 

Although Kirby would not go into 
detail about what type of transgres- 
sions were uncovered by his depart- 
ment's internal probe, he said that it did 


reveal ". . . conduct on the part of the 
officers that violated Official Orders of 
this department.” 

He went on to state, "The Romulus 
Police Department insists on a high 
standard of conduct for all officers to 
build and maintain public trust and con- 
fidence in our department. The stan- 
dards of conduct apply, in situations 
such as this, during off-duty time as well 
as while on duty. Enforcement of the 
standards of conduct is essential and 
therefore each of the four officers have 
received a term of unpaid suspension 
and a probationary period to be served 
upon their return to duty.” 

As to the length of the suspension 
and probationary periods, Kirby declined 
to Say. 

"The officers involved remain valu- 
able assets to this Department and to 
the community, and we are confident 
that the officers will not repeat this type 
of conduct in the future,” he concluded.

HMOs Must Focus on Patient's Well-being

lf you aren't personally a member 
of a health maintenance organization 
(HMO), chances are that you know 
someone who is. More than one million 
Michigan citizens are enrolled in HMOs 
and rely on them for health-insurance 
coverage that is often not what we think 
of as traditional. In fact, over the years, 
as HMOs have increased in numbers 
and become a more frequent choice of 
employers for their employees, ques- 
tions have arisen over whether the first 
focus of HMOs is patient health care 
and well-being. 

Because of the concerns that we 
have heard, House Democrats are pro- 
posing a series of new laws to protect 
those who are HMO members. We are 
committed to health-care reform that: 
* puts patients, ratherthan profits, first; 
* strengthens the doctor-patient rela- 

tionship; and 
* gives consumers confidence in the 
health-care marketplace. 
Given the importance of adequate health 
care today, we cannot ignore these very 
real concerns. 

The comerstone bill inthe package 
would give Michigan citizens the ability 
to sue their HMOs for malpractice if they 
are harmed after necessary medical 
treatment is denied or delayed. This bill 


would also require HMOs to exercise - 
"ordinary. care" — the same standard - 


that family doctors use — when making 

decisions about whether to provide treat- 

ment. Hopefully, this would strongly dis- 
courage HMOs from denying certain 
treatments due to cost considerations. 

It is unfortunate, but true, that we 
currently have a health-care system 
that allows HMO managers to deny 
treatments that have been recom- 
mended by doctors. We need to put 
doctors and patients back in charge, 
focusing on what is best for the patient, 
not the bottom line. 

Other bills in the legislation pack- 
age would: 

* create a Patient Advocate in the At- 
torney General's office; streamline 
the process by which patients ap- 
peal an HMO decision, cutting the 
time from 90 days to 30 days; and 
allow patients to appeal HMO deci- 
sions to an independent medical 
review board. 

* prohibit the practice of paying cash 
incentives to physicians for declin- 
ing to recommend certain treat- 
ments, or for prescribing less-expen- 
sive (and often less-potent) generic 
drug. 

* require HMOs to provide coverage 
for patients who wish to seek a sec- 
ond opinion. 

e require the Department of Commu- 


nity Health to provide a toll-free hot-

Zero Tolerance for Deadbeat Drivers 


Spurred by the dramatic, nation- 
wide increase in child-restraint use, as 
wellas the significant drop in child fatali- 
ties that has occurred since the initia- 
tion, two years ago, of a 50-state crack- 
down ondrivers who endanger children 
by failing to restrain them properly, the 
Romulus Police Department will once 
again participate in Operation ABC 
(America Buckles-up Children). The 
stepped-up enforcement of child-re- 
Straint laws willbegin November 15 and 
continue through the Thanksgiving holi- 
day weekend. 

"During the Operation ABC mobili- 
zation, our officers will be looking for 
and ticketing 'deadbeat drivers’ — adults 
who, regardless of the widespread at- 
tention on child-passenger safety, are 
still putting children at deadly risk by 
failing to buckle them in," stated Execu- 
tive Lieutenant Eric Painter of the Ro- 
mulus Police Department. "Traffic 
crashes remain the leading cause of 
death for American children of allraces. 
Six out of ten childrenwho die incrashes 
are unbuckled.” 

Painter said that, besides being 
encouraged by the effectiveness of the 
nationwide crackdowns, police officers 
are committed to the effort because of 
their own experience with crash victims 
who were unbuckled children. 

"Our department is calling on our 
community to adopt a ‘zero tolerance’ 
for unrestrained children," said Painter. 
"No one should look the other way when 
they see a child at risk. Every citizen 
must make sure that their relatives, 
neighbors, and friends know that letting 
a child ride unbuckled — no matter how 
short the ride — is always life-threaten- 
ing and never worth the risk.” 

Another strategy to promote proper 
child restraint is the 1999 Small Fry 
Campaign. A joint effort between the 
Romulus Police Department and John 


Dolencic, owner of three area Burger 
King restaurants, the campaign Is a 
rewards-based program designed to 
raise children's awareness of the impor- 
tance of complying with child-restraint 
laws. Children found to be properly re- 
strained during the Police Department's 
Operation ABC crackdown will receive 
acertificate for afree small-size orderof 
French fries, redeemable at any of 
Dolencic's Burger Kings. 

"If we teach them at an early age, 
they will be more likely to voluntarily 
comply withthe law when they are older,” 
explained Lieutenant James Rafalskiof 
the Department's Community Neighbor- 
hood Services Unit. 

lt was Rafalski's idea to explore the 
program with Dolencic. The two are 
already partners in a similar program 
that rewards children for academic ex- 
cellence in the schools. 

Romulus police will also be step- 
ping up enforcement of adult safety-belt 
laws because, said Painter, it's aproven 
fact that adults who don't buckle up 
themselves don't buckle up kids, either. 

"Research has found that buckled 
drivers are three times more likely to 
restrain their child passengers than driv- 
ers who don't buckle up,” he stated. 

This year, as one of two states in 
the nationto receive funding to increase 
child safety-restraint use, Michigan 
Operation ABC is supported by Nation- 
al OperationABC, and is also endorsed 
by the Traffic Safety Association of Michi- 
gan, Michigan Association of Chiefs of 
Police, and Michigan State Police. 

Michigan child-restraint laws require 
that children under the age of one ride in 
a car seat. Children one to three must 
be inacar seat when riding in the tront; 
inthe back, they can ride inacarseator 
be restrained with seat belts. Children 
ages four to fifteen must wear a Seal 
belt when riding in any motor vehicle. 4

school District Begins Plans 
for Bond-issue Projects

The Romulus school district is mov- 
ing quickly to develop the various en- 
hancements to be funded by the 
$34,165,000 bond issue that voters 
passed in the September 27 election. 

The first item of business is the 
pricing of the bonds themselves. The 
lead underwriter in this effort ts First 
Union Corp. Co-underwriters include A. 
G. Edwards, Edward Jones, and Stan- 
dard Federal Financial. Joel Carr, Ro- 
mulus Community Schools' Assistant 
Superintendent for Finance and Opera- 
tions, reports that the bonds will have 
maturities of one to thirty years; the 
longer the maturity period, the higher 
the interest rate. Municipal bonds are 
free of both federal and state taxes if 
purchased by Michigan residents. 

The Board of Education has se- 
lected Kingscott of Kalamazoo, Michi- 
gan, as its architectural firm, and has 
retained Barton Mallow as its construc- 
tion manager. At a special study ses- 
sion held on October 18, the Board 
indicated its preference for a proposal 
that would make construction of the 
new elementary school its highest pri- 
ority, along with renovations to the High 
School's athletic facilities at the Middle 
School. High School additions, includ- 
ing a new pool and the "Lab 6000," 
would follow, with science labs at the 
elementaries and additions to Merri- 


man and Halecreek concluding the 
_ project. District-wide work on technol- — 


ogy upgrades would begin as soon as 
possible and continue until completed. 
Approximate timelines are: 

New Elementary School 

* Planning: November 1999. 

« Construction Begins: June 2000. 

- Construction Completed: August 
2001. 

Bleachers/New Concession Stand 

« Planning: November 1999. 

* Construction Begins: April 2000.
